YOU FOR THE MEAL" (TAKK FOR MATEN) REMARKS, DELIVERED WHEN EVERYONE 
HAS FINISHED THEIR DESSERT. FORMULA FOR THIS OCCASION INVOLES 

SOME HUMOROUS STORY FOLLOWED BY SERIOUS REMARKS. CONCLUDING WITH 
COMMENT ON EXCELLENCE OF FOOD AND COMPANY. WE SUGGEST THEMES OF 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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THREE MEALS MIGHT BE AS FOLLOWS: A) FOR WORKING LUNCHEON: 150TH 
ANNIVERSARY OF NORWEGIAN EMIGRATION AND STRONG HISTORICAL BONDS 
BETWEEN OUR TWO COUNTRIES; B) FOR AMBASSADOR'S DINNER:US-NORWEGIAN 
COOPERATION IN NATO AND STRENGTH OF US COMMITMENT TO NATO; AND C) 
FOR FONMIN S DINNER: THEME OF INTERDEPENDENCE AND HOW US-NORWEGIAN 
RELATIONS ARE GOOD EXAMPLE OF INTERDEPENDENCE IN PRACTICE. 

7. FOREIGN MINISTRY OFFICIALS ARE NOT APPARANTLY EXPECTING MAJOR 
EXPOSITION OF U.S. POSITION IN THEIR MEETING WITH DEPUTY SECRETARY 
ASIDE FROM USUAL INTRODUCTORY REMARKS OF COURTESY. INSTEAD THEY 
HOPE FOR OPPORTUNITH TO DISCUSS MUTUAL POSITIONS AND EXPLAIN NOR- 
WAY AND ITS POLICIES. FRYDENLUND HAS REITERATED INTEREST, HOWEVER, 

IN DISCUSSING ARCTIC ISSUES. IF OUR OWN THINKING ON SUBJECT HAS 

NOT ADVANCED SUFFICIENTLY TO ENGAGE IN SUBSTANTIVE DISCUSSION, 

DEPUTY SECRETARY MAY WISH USE OCCASION TO ASK FRYDENLUND WHAT HE 
HAS IN MIND IN WAY OF ARCTIC TALKS. FOREIGN MINISTRY SEES MEET- 
ING WITH STORTING MEMBERS AS OCCASION FOR MORE FORMAL, DEVELOPED 
EXPOSITION OF U.S. POLICY.
